 A DEED OF SEPARATION. 


ee 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An application for the restitution of 
conjugal rights was heard in a case 
in which the petitioner was Emily Grace 
Henry and the respondent was Paul Henry, 
artist and landscape painter, Carrigoona 
Cottage, Kilmacanogue, Co. Wicklow.’ there, 
was no appearance for the respondent. 

Mr. Paul McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Connell, Rooney and Co.), for Mrs. Henry, 
said that the parties were married on 17tb 
September, 1908, at St. Peter’s Church, Bays- 
water, London, according to the rites of the 
Church of England, and there ‘vere no chil- 
dren. The parties lived for a time in a 
and later in Belfast, and in Dublin at ad- 
dresses in Fitzwilliam square and Merrion 
row. On 27th October, 1930, a deed of 
separation was entered into between them, 
under which the Husband agreed to pay for 
two years an allowance of £4 a week. When 
the two years expired, Mrs. Henry wrote to 
her husband asking him if he was going to 
provide a home for her, but she received no 
reply to that or to a subsequent letter. Pay- 
ment, however, was continued at the rate of 
£4 a week to the end of January or the 
beginning of February, 1933. Mrs. Henry's 
solicitors wrote to Mr. Arthur Cox, solicitor 
for the respondent, stating that, if Mr. amh 
did not provide a home for his wife, proceed- 
ings would be taken. In reply, they got a 
letter in which Mr. Cox said he had been 
instructed by Mr. Henry to say that it would 
be “ quite impossible’’ for him again to live 
with his wife, as relations between them had 
grown to be intolerable and had necessitated 
the deed of separation. A further letter t» 
the same effect was received later, and the 
present proceedings were instituted. _ 

Mrs. hay gave evidence regarding her 
marriage to the respondent. For about seven 
years after their marriage, she said, the 
ived in London; then went to Achill Islan Í 
Co. Mayo; later to Leenane, Connemara, and 
subsequently to Dublin, where they had a 
studio in Merrion row. On 27th October, 
1930, they separated. By the terms of the 
deed the separation was to last for two years, 
during which time she was to receive £4 a 
week, payment being guaranteed by a bank. 
When the two years term was up, she wrote 
three or four letters to her husband asking 
him if he intended to provide a home for 
her, but she got no reply. The payment cf 
£4 a week to her continued after the two 
years’ period, but ceased in February, 1933. 

,Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would re- 
quire some evidence of the reason why the 
parties separated. 

‘‘My husband would want to answer that,” 
said Mrs. Henry. “I never wanted to 
separate.”’ ; 

Mr. McCarthy—Why was there a limit of 
two years fixed?—I thought my husband 
would have come to his senses by that time. | 

But why was the deed of separation entered 
into?—My husband wished it; 1 did not 
wish it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Why did your husband 


_ wish it?—I cannot explain it. 


Was there any cause known to yon why he 
should desire to live apart from you?—No. 

Did he eve~ tell you why he wanted to 
leave you ?7—No. 

Mr. McCarthy—At the present time, are 
you anxious to live with your husband if he 
would provide a home ?—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that in a great 
many separation cases wives said they wished 
to go back, whereas they really wanted 
alimony. Suppose Mr. Henry had continued 
to pay the £4 a week, would Mrs. Henry have 
wanted to go back to live with him? 

Mrs. Henry—Yes, if he wished it. 

Mr Justice Hanna said that he would give 
the order sought, with costs against the re- 
spondent. He was satisfied that the separa- 
tion of 1930 was entered into at the desire of 
the husband when both parties were domiciled 
in the Free State, and that, if the husband 
wished the wife would have continued to live 
with him :

PLAINTIFF’S AFFIDAVIT. 


The article, continued Mr. O’Brien, in his 
affidavit, was headed: ‘From P.A. Corres- 
ondent,” and he believed that, as indicated 
y the heading, the statements and charges 
were supplied and published by. the Press 
Association, Ltd., to the Daily Express and 


Mail, Ltd. “I am the person pointed at 
in said article as guilty of such 
unskilful slaughter id such —crim!- 
nal and revolting conduct,” stated 
Mr. O’Brien, in his affidavit, ‘‘as I am 
the only person who slaughtered a number 


of calves in Abbeyfeale on the occasion re- 
ferred to. I positively say that the allega- 
tions referred to are absolutely unfounded. 
Consequent on the publication referred to, 
and similar statements published by other 
newspapers, the Civic Guards interragated 
me and the men employed by me in slaughter- 
ing calves at Abbeyfeale on the occasion in 
question. The Guards took statements 1 
writing from mu and my said employés, but 
no prosecution has been instituted, or is 
pending, the Guards being satisfied by their 
investigations that there was no foundation 
for the said charges.’’ 

Mr. O’Brien further stated that he had 
been seriously damaged in his reputation and 
in his business as a victualler by the publica- 
tion.

RESTRAINT INJUNCTION 
SOUGHT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Andrew Nicholson, 14 Fassaugh road, 
Cabra, Dublin, applied for an interlocutory 
injunction to restrain Henry John Hoban, 16 
Dawson street, Dublin, and John Nolan, 31 
‘Hollybrook road, Clontarf, from manufactur- 
ing or offering for sale a type of window 
fittings, of which he claimed to be the sole 
inventor. An interim injunction had pre- 
viously been granted, and the present appli- 
catiqn was to have the injunction continued 
until the action had been decided. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. T. C. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs. McKeever and 
Son) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. H. 
J. Molony, K.C., and Mr. Frank Monks (in- 
structed by Mr. Jas. Lane) for the defen- 
dants. 

Mr. Molony said that no patent had been 
granted to the plaintiff, and, until a patent 
was granted, no one had a monopoly in the 
manufacture of an article. 

Mr, FitzGerald replied that the plaintiff had 
got provisional protection. The defendants 
were manufacturing and putting on the mar- 
ket the type of vindow fittinzs which he in- 
vented. The defendant, Hoban, had put his 
name along with that of plaintiff on the form 
of application sent to the Industrial Com- 
mercial Registration Office for provisional 
protection. Hoban had since entered into 
negotiations with the Dublin Corporation for 
the supply of fittings at the rate of 3,000 a 
week, and the article supplied to the Cor- 
poration was substantially identical in design 
with that invented by plaintiff, but inferior 
in other respects to plaintiff’s specification, 

Mr, Justice Johnston allowed the motion to 
stand until Wednesday next. The interim 
Injunction was discharged, and a direction 
was given that an account be kept of sales.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Mr. Hewitt Poole (instructed by Messrs. 
Babington, Clarke and Mooney), on behalf of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank, applied for 
letters of administration of the will of the 
late Miss Annie O’Connor, a native of Cork. 
The circumstances, he said, were rather 
unusual, Miss O’Connor was born in Cork 
of Irish parents, but in 1903 she went to Paris 
and set up a beauty saloon at 10 Rue de 
Florence, and she died there on 29th March, 
1934, a British subject and a spinster. While 
she lived in Paris she was registered as an 
alien, and. she reported over year to the 
French police. She visited Cork frequently 
during the past thirty years, but the question 
arose whether she had not acquired a French 
domicile. If it were ruled. that she had, the 
French Revenue authorities would insist on 
the payment of duty on all her personal estate, 
including that in Ireland. When in Cork on 
17th August, 1932, she made a will yes, 
with her Irish property, which was value 
at about £14,000, and included leasehold 

roperty, with stocks and shares. On 18th 
has, 1934, when resident in Paris, she 
made a French will in her own handwriting, 
dealing solely with her French property, in- 
cluding the beauty saloon, yalued at about 
20,000 francs. The French will did not contain 
any clause purporting to revoke the earlier 
will made in Cork. According to French law, 
the Irish will was good and the French will 
was good, according to the law of this 
country, while a French legal practitioner who 
had been consulted gave it to be understood 
that the decision of the Irish Courts on the 
subject of domicile would be accepted by the 
French Courts. The Munster and Leinster 
Bank were the executors and trustees of the 
Irish will, and the legatees under it were 
satisfied with the disposition made by the 
testatrix of her French property. Counsel 
stated that, in his own view, it would be very 
hard to argue that the lady had not acquired 
a French domicile by virtue of living in 
France and carrying on business there for 
over thirty years, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that all he could 
do to cut the Gordian knot was to give a 
limited grant under Section 78 of the Probate 
Act, which would permit of the necessary 
proceedings being taken to determine the 
matter of domicile. 


LURE OF FOREIGN

( LETTER FROM TWO 
DUBLIN YOUTHS. 


The lure of the Foreign Legion of France 
last week prompted two 19 years old Dublin 
boys to throw up good jobs in order to seek 
enlistment. They left their homes ‘secretly 
last Wednesday, and no one could say where 
they had gone. 

Patrick O’Neill’s father, who lives at 
Upper Basin street, recollected how keen 
his son had recently become on books 
about the Foreign Legion, and after a week 
a letter came saying that Patrick and -his 
a, ey Patrick Kinsella, had arrived in 
Dunkerque (France) and were going next day 
to join the Foreign Legion. 

“ When I have reached Algeria I will write 
and give on full particulars,” the letter 
stated. ‘‘1 will write frequently afterwards, 
so pase don’t worry.” 

Ii O'Neill has gone to Algeria, however, he 
has gone alone. Last night Kinsella’s father, 
who lives at 18 St. Enda’s road, Terenure, 
received a telegram from London, from his 
son, saying that he was stranded. — Mr. 
Kinsella immediately telegraphed a sum of 
money, and expects his son home to night. 

Young O’Neill’s parents are not unduly 
anxious about their strong young six-feet son,

PROPOSAL that the Dublin Corporation 

A should take over all the tenements in 
Dublin and make them fit for human 
habitation was made by Miss §, Harrison at 
a confererice under the auspices of the Irish 
Tenants’ Protection Society, which was held 
at the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, to 
consider the questien of rents extracted from 
one-roomed tenants ,in the Dublin slum areas.

that the best wie would be to have the Rents 
Acts amended. There should be no politics 
in a matter of removing the slums, protect- 
ing the tenants and fighting the landlords, 
There were, he admitted, some good land- 
lords, but they were few. 
. Mr. T. Hamilton, a member of the Society, 
suggested that in the case of houses that did 
not come under the Rents Acts a Commission 
should be set up to apportion the rent and 
valuation of the house. 

Mr. D. Healy, T.C., said that, owing to 
the heavy cost, he did not think that it 
would be advisable for the Corporation to 
take over the tenements as suggested. He 
felt that it was a matter on which they 
should recommend the Government to take 
whatever steps they considered wise. 


FORTHCOMING LEGISLATION. 

Alderman Dr. Cormac Breathnach, T.D., 
said the Fianna Fáil Party was fully alive 
to the situation, and, while he could not pro- 
mise that legislation would be introduced 
immediately, he knew that his party had dis. 
cussed the matter more than once, and in due 
course they would have legislation dealing 
with town tenants, ground rents, and the 
rents in tenement houses. He thought, how- 
ever, that the local authorities would have 
to play a big part in this question, and if an 
Act was passed conferring, say on Dublin 
Corporation, the power and authority to fix 
the rents for houses and tenements, he be- 
lieved it would work well and economically. 

The question was urgent, and if this power 
was conferred on local authorities the whole 
matter would be fixed up in a very short 
time. The Dublin Corporation was alive to 
the needs of the people, and would take every 
possible steps to protect them, 


A PUBLIC SCANDAL, 


The Lord Mayor said that he was pleased 
that the meeting had been called as the 
matter had become a public scandal. He 
knew of people in Gardiner street being 
chargedsa rent of 15s. per week for one room, 
and the same amount in Francis street for a 
tenement room. The Corporation had done 
much to remedy the evil by supplying 
cottages at 7s. 6d. per week, and the speed- 
ing up of the erection of such cottages would 
do much to remedy the evil. He himself dealt 
with practically sixty cases every day, and he 
hoped that as a result of the recommendation 
out forward by Alderman Breathnach the 
Corporation. would get the powers suggested.

Board must take adult mentality as the basis 
of its decisions. Jt would be futile to try 
to scale down pictures to the child standard. 
The Censorship has the power to issue two- 
pas of certificate—‘‘ Adult” and “ Univer- 
sai.'” The former could only be shown to 
grown-up people. Certificates of these kinds 
are issued in Great Britain, but in the Saor- 
stat there has been a certain reluctance to 
issue “‘aduli* certificates, on the ground that 
the issuing of such a certificate in connection 
with any particular film might arouse a morbid 
and unhealthy interest in the picture that 
otherwise would not be taken in it.

* PURELY COMMERCIAL.”’ 


The question of providing cinemas which 
would cater only for children is, of course, 
urely a commercial proposition. It is 
oubtful whether such enterprise could be 
worked on a commercial basis. It would be 
faced with the problem of having a con- 
tinuous supply of what might be looked upon 
as suitable films for children. The question 
of suitable films for children constitutes a 
very difficult problem and one in which the 
authority and discretion of parents are vitally 
involved. I think it is altogether too drastic 
a statement to say that 75 per cent. of the 
principal pictures shown in the Free State 
are unsuitable for children. That might be 
the case if it were not for the number of 
rejections which take place at the hands of 
our censorship. It should be remembered 
that the childish mind does rot always detect 
what may be evil in a picture. The child 
looks for action and excitement, rather than 
subtleties of thought and suggestion. 

Regarding the proposition to prohibit, by 
legislation, children from seeing what have 
been called “ridiculous love films,” one, he 
said, would first have to have a definition of 
what a ‘“‘ridiculous love film” really is. 
After all, most children’s tales have love 
stories as their basis. Even “ Cinderella ”” 
has its love affair, although it is one of the 
first stories children read.

HE Civil Service Commission again took 
evidence from a number of witnesses re- 
presenting the Post Office Clerks’ 
Association at a session held yesterday in 
the Boardroom of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Mr, Joseph Brennan, Chairman, 
presided. 

Mr, de Courcy, Waterford, gaive instances 
of what he thought unsuitable persons being 
promoted to postmasterships. e said that 
decentralisation, carried out with discrimina- 
tion, would lead to a decrease in overhead 
expenses. It would lead to the discovery otf 
the best qualified persons for specialised 
work and wider scope for the improvement 
of the service, 


SURPRISE CHECKS, 


The system of surprise checks during work- 
ing hours with people waiting at the counters, 
when only small amounts’ of money were 
concerned, was objectionable. ' The policy of 
the department was to pay low salaries and 
remove. financial responsibilities from the 
staffs. Everything in the Post Office was 
governed by rules. There were 186 rules 
governing the conduct of the staffs. 

Miss Gartland, Dublin, said that a weekly 
half-holiday ‘was not ‘allowed the ' staff. 
Though: there was no increase in. the amount 
of work, the staff in the Central Telegraph 
Office, Dublin, was required to work at pre- 
sent about 100 hours overtime. yearly, and 
the increased cost was sonauinlle regarded 
as a saving. 


UNFAIR. TO WOMEN, 


Mr, de Courcy said that women performed 
very much the same work as men. The 
women were not being fairly treated. 
Mr, Gill, Ennis, said that they looked for- 
ward to the stabilisation of pay with fear 
and trembling. ,In reference to the weekly 
half-holiday grievance, he said that there was 
. an aspect from the female point of view that 
might be considered in that connection. It 
might be said that the matrimc -ial prospects 
of the workers were affected; for many a 
young lady in other Government Departments 
d to thank the opportunities offered by the 
half-holiday for the prospect of a happy 
marriage. 
Mrs. Kettle remarked that there were so 
many defects in the cost of living bonus 
> that she thought it would be better 
if it were abolished. 
Replying to Mrs. Kettle, Miss Gartland 
said that of late years there had been a 
tendency to reduce the number of higher 
posts available to women. 
Mrs. Kettle said that the denial of the half. 
holiday weekly was most unjust. She was 
informed that the Controller was responsible 
for the continuance of that grievance. 
Mr. Delany said that the overtime was 
caused through the lending of members of 
the postal and telegraph staff to other de- 
sag nase Representations .on the subject

PROFESSOR AND WOMAN 
BADLY INJURED. 


The air liner Aberdonian, in which tha 
Prime Minister flew from Lossiemouth to 
Doncaster on his way to Worksop on 
Wednesday, crashed and caught fire while 
taking off from Aberdeeh’s new airport at 
Dyce yesterday.
